QANTAS JOEYS DOWNED BY CHILE 
IN FIRST INTERNATIONAL 


The Australian Under 17 team (Qantas Joeys) have been 
defeated 3-0 by Chile in Santiago overnight in the first of a 
two-match series. 


The Qantas Joeys struggled to recover after conceding an 
early goal in a match played as a curtain-raiser to the 
Chilean 1st Division match between Universidad Catolica 
and The Wanderers. 


The ninth minute goal came courtesy of a long-range strike 
which slipped through the hands of goalkeeper Elliott Jones. 
While the home side made the early running the Qantas 
Joeys could have equalised just moments later with Robbie 
Kruse's goal disallowed for offside after a fine run from 
Brendan Maroney. Kruse also came close to scoring on the 
half-hour mark but missed the opportunity after Matt Dobbin 
had constructed the opening. 


The Australians battled hard to restore parity but the home 
side scored in the 63rd minute and then extended their lead 
with a goal from the penalty spot three minutes from full time. 


The Qantas Joeys will have a chance to avenge the defeat 
in the second match of the series next Saturday (Sunday 
Aust time).
